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Continuation of 11 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 

The same rejection in view of Bank et al. (US 2004/0047477) is applied. The previous rejection is not changed. 

It is maintained that the method and tuned transducer circuit as claimed do not exclude the transducer of Bank et al. as applied. As to the 
method claims, the effects of the balancing circuit are accomplished with the counterbalancing referenced in the method of Bank, as found 
at [0012], and physically disclosed at [0058] and [0060]. The physical placement of the balancing circuit within the receive signal path is 
nominal to the method and is considered an obvious matter of design choice within the skill of the art. The device of Bank constitutes a 
tuned transducer circuit and makes use of an ultrasonic transducer and includes both transmit and receive signal paths such that it is 
operable. As to claim 31 , the apparatus of Bank is specific to include a balancing circuit with a number of switching devices that are 
effective to introduce or remove negative reactance (e.g., capacitor(s)) from the circuit. The balancing circuit itself Is isolated by the 
switches in Bank, as cited in [0058], [0060], [0069] and [0084]. Isolation of circuitry components is accomplished by these switches 
associated with the balancing circuit. It is maintained that the transducer-speaker of Bank includes a receive signal path such that it 
translates received electrical energy into ultrasonic vibratory signals. As claimed, applicabilty of the reference in this way is valid. The 
electrical signal is understood to be a receive signal and is transferred byway of a 'receive signal path'. It is repeated that clarifying the 
reception signal as an ultrasonic signal specifically could distinguish from the reference as applied. The balancing circuit of Bank includes a 
negative reactance capacitor and the switches are effective to isolate circuitry components and therefore rejections of claims 31 and 33 are 
also maintained. 

It is noted that the terminal disclaimer filed 1 8 May 2009 has been approved to overcome the outstanding obviousness-type double 
patenting rejection with respect to US 6,726,626. 
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
